III The Renaissance Background : 

The selective treatment of the intellectual and spiritual back- 
ground of the period, outlined below, is designed to help the 
student grasp some of the ideas or trends of thought which may 
have been influential in shaping the spirit, outlook and beliefs 
of the age as reflected in its literature. 


A. Concept of the Renaissance. The Renaissance : medieval 
or modern? Its transitional character. The importance given to 
man. The normative concept of “nature”. Place of man in the 
universe. Pico’s Oration. 


B. The Reformation. Concept of a new relation between 
sin and salvation. Different in emphasis from the medieval 
notion. Different also from the notion (advocated by Erasmus) 
of the rational ordering of life. Difference between Luther and 
Calvin. Interaction, rather than opposition, between historical 
forces labelled “Renaissance? and “Reformation”. Common 
indirect outcome: attitude to wealth. Protestant sanctification 
of work: new impetus. The Counter-Reformation. Roots of 
transformation (of medieval Europe into modern) neither in 
Renaissance nor in Reformation. 


C. Protestant individualism and analogues. 

The individual: his independence as weighed against his sense 
of desertion. Doctrine of grace. Irrelevance of individual merit ; 
resulting dilemma. 

Analogues: The Copernican Revolution: Replacement of 
the geocentric with the heliocentric universe : wider implications. 
Transfer of the seat of authority to individual experience and 
reason: a kind of Copernican Revolution. Parallel revolutions 
in other spheres. Autonomy (i) in politics, of political morality 
(Machiavelli), (ii) in science, of natural laws and (iii) in art, of 
creative activity. Mannerist theory of art. 


D. The relation between ideas of an age and its characte- 
ristic art form. How philosophical ideas could be implied in a 
cultivated milieu for poets and artists. 
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Renaissance Platonism: Cusanus, Ficino and Pico della 
Mirandola. New interpretation of the relation between body and 
soul, the individual and the cosmos. Doctrine of Eros: circuitus 
spiritualis. 


IV Problems of the Text : The bibliographical approach. Early 
editions. Choice of the basic copy-text. Two basic questions. 
Dramatic manuscripts: kinds. Method of investigation. The 
More fragment: identification of hands. Elizabethan printing 
process: identification of individual compositors. Press correc- 
tion. “Cancelled” leaves. ‘“‘Casting-off copy”. 


Problems, ultimately, of individual plays. Textual problems 
of Hamlet. Passages in Eliot’s essay in Sacred Wood, purporting 
to deal with textual evidence, briefly examined. 


V Shakespeare’s Theatre : Playhouses: temporary outdoor and 
permanent. Actors’ companies. Growth of London and of 
Court. Hostility of the City. Public and private theatres. Basic 
plan. Three-storey playhouse frame : details. 


Elizabethan staging. Use of symbolism. Freedom: rapidity 
of movement. Ilusion: how centred. Acting style: two types, 
possibly, also a third. Stage business: small (4. & C. IV. 4; . 
Mac. V. 3) and large style : demonstrative (H. VII. II. 2. 111-19) 
and a more delicate, suggestive style (Per. V.1; Mac. IV. 3; 
Cor. VY. 3). Stageworthiness of Shakespeare’s plays: Lamb 
&  Granville-Barker. Shakespeare’s sense of the theatre:

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The new regulations for the PhD Degree require : 


1 “Not later than one year after his registration, the candidate 


through his Research Guide shall submit his plan of work 
(consisting of not more than 1000 words) along with the 
title of his proposed thesis to the PhD Committee, who, 
if necessary, may suggest modifications, and report the 
matter to the Registrar within three months.” 

(Regulation No. 3°02) 


“At least six months before the submission of the thesis the 
candidate through his Research Guide shall forward to the 
Convener of the PhD Committee a summary (not exceeding 
4000 words) of the results of his research. The Convener of 
the PhD committee shall forthwith arrange a public seminar 
of not less than one hour’s duration in a relevant University 
department where the candidate shall be required to defend 
his thesis in the presence of at least two members of the 
PhD Committee and the Research Guide.” 

(Regulation No. 3°03) 


‘The Research Guide and the members of the PhD Committee 
who may be present shall forward to the Registrar their 
comments, in the manner prescribed by the Syndicate, on the 
performance of the candidate along with a panel of five 
experts who may examine the thesis for consideration of the 
Vice-chancellor.”’ (Regulation No. 3°04) 


“After considering the certificate of the Guide that the 
suggestions of the PhD Committee and the Research Guide 
for the improvement of the thesis, if any, have been acted 
upon, the Vice-Chancellor shall allow the candidate to submit 
his thesis and appoint a Board of three examiners (one of 
whom shall be the Research Guide) to whom the thesis when 
submitted shall be referred for adjudication.” 

(Regulation No. 3°05) 
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VIII SCHOLARSHIPS, STIPENDS 


1 Henry Stephen Scholarships, each of the value of Rs 75/- per 
month and tenable for two years, are awarded by the 
University from the Henry Stephen Memorial Endowment 
Fund. Three Scholarships are to be awarded every year 
on the recommendation of the Head of the Department of 
English. 


These scholarship are open to only bona-fide regular students 
of the MA Degree Course in English in the University 
College of Arts. They are not available for students of con- 
stituent colleges—Presidency, or Sanskrit College, attending 
the classes in the University. 


Students who fulfil the following conditions may apply : 


(a) He/She must have secured at least 45% of marks in the 
English Honours papers in the B.A. Examination. 


(b) He/She .is continuing his/her studies without break and 
will complete the MA Degree Course, taking the 
University examination in due time. 


(c) The annual income of his/her parent/guardian/family 
does not exceed Rs 12000/-. 


(d) He/She does not hold any other scholarship or stipend 
or bursary. 


2 Atulbala Bose Endowment Stipends 


Two stipends, each of Rs 125/- only, are available out of this 
Endowment for gir] students 1n the Department of English, 
who have a fair academic record and may be in need of 
financial assistance for purchasing books or paying examina- 
tion-fees, etc. 

The stipends are awarded on the joint recommendation of 
Head of the Department and the Secretary, University College 
of Arts. 


3 National Loan Scholarships 


Students who are in need of temporary financial assistance 
may apply for National Loan Scholarships. These are awarded 
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by the State Government every year for a full academic 
Session.

Ix ENDOWMENT LECTURES 


1 Mohinimohan Bhattacharyya Lectures 


Every alternate year a distinguished educationist will be 
invited to deliver a course of not less than three Jectures on 
any aspect of English Language and Literature in the Depart- 
ment of English of this University. 


The lectureship carries an honorarium of Rs 3000/- only. This 
is paid on receipt of a complete copy of the manuscript of 
the lectures, in a form ready for publication. The Lectures 
will be published by the University with the copyright 
vesting in the University. If the lecturer chooses to publish 
the lectures himself, reserving the copyright, 25 copies of the 
published book are to be presented to the University. 


Travelling and board-and-lodging expenses incurred for deli- 
vering the lectures may be borne by the University upto 
Rs 4000/- only. 


The Lectureship was instituted in 1979. Professor Subodh 
Chandra Sengupta inaugurated the series with a paper on 


‘Shakespeare’s Stage’, and Professor Srichandra Sen delivered 
the first Lectures of the series on ‘Shakespeare and Matthew 
Arnold’, 

Professor A G Stock delivered the Second series of the 
Lectures in 1981,—her subject being ‘Heroism in Shakespeare’, 
In 1983 Prof John Carey delivered the third series of the 
Lectures with Milton as his subject.
